Brigham Young's Room 


This was the zoom peepee by 

sips te Young. Ita thick w were 
ike impervious to summer's heat and 

winter's cold. Its Lady Franklin stove 
gave cozy heat and friendly Light. 
Its sixteen foot square dimensions 
assured gor 1t4 occupant spacious 
comfort. Its large windows, wide-silled, gave ample 
Light cd venetian Through them came the noises of 
the growing commurity. 


The furnishings were simple and designed for the 
comfort of he owner. At night Light came cm ip

The room was to the left of the front hall, near 
the door. Late callers, needing to see the President, 
ot the Governor, could easily arouse him, 


This was the toom of a man of simple tastes and

Actually it was a sort of work-of-all-kinds 
room. It contained the pride of that day, a sewing 
machine, but dressmaring, sewing, and carpet rag 
ptecing were but three of its functions.

On cold 
days its cozy stove gave warmth to those who bathed 
in the odd tin tub,

Because of ita dimensions it soon became 
wn as the ‘long hall.'' ALL formal entertaining 
waa done here. 

In this room the girls received their wedding 
guests, and the President of the (hurch relaxed 
with visiting dignitarics of Church, atate, and 
natton. 


At times the atmosphere was especially 
enrtched by talented BASS et Piagal and 
ampromptu--o¢ the greatest actors and actresses in 
the nation, Brigham Young enjoyed the theater and

The Kitchen 


Jo the far left were the kitchen and ita 
accompanying pantries, Great skill was required 
of the housekeeper in handling the cooking equipment 
Of eats She gauged the temperature of the oven 
by feel: hot enough for bread; not hot enough for 


pre crust; too hot for cake. She was adept in the 
use of damper, draft, and poker. 

With one stove she turned out soup for a 
small family or six courses for a banquet serving 
thirty. 


The Men's Dining Room 


Directly across from the kitchen was the room 
which sewed as dining room for the large groups of 
men working for Brigham Young, and for those who 
helped in the house, and for the resident family. 


In this zoom some of the toys of the period-- 
dome preces belonging to the family, are shown. 
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Jo satisty the needs o Se Sete art oe 
store wars set up in the northeast cormer o 
house. Here the storekeeper dispensed with fairness 
the foods and materials for each of the families of 
a Young. The comenience of thia fami 
store saved many a step and asanred each one a just 
portion o¢ the available aupply of goods and produce.

The rooms occupied by the boys were not 
important to them, There was too eh of exciting 
interest out-of-doors for them to care much where 


they slept.
